H,. said th a t

car had gone in the direction of H an­ 
dies on the Cape G irardeau road and 
a later rep o rt F riday night said th a j 
the men had been se<*n in the Ford 
car on th e road leading to D utch- 
tow n.

Charles E. H errick, president of the 
Institute of American Meat Packers, 
has made public a statem ent on the 
place of meat in the diet, prepared 
from a scientific series by Dr. C. K J - 
eait Moulton, form erly head of 
the 
departm ent of 
agricultural 
chem's- 
try at the U niversity of Missouri and 
now director of (the in stitute’s bureau 
on nutrition. 
The statem ent 
describes 
experi­ 
mental work at the Iceland Stanford, 
Jr., university. 
In this 
connection 
Dr. .Moulton says 


“ It would seem from this experi­ 
ment th at the vegetarian diet prac­ 
ticed during 
succeeding generations 
would result (in the extinction of the 
people fooTish enough to attem pt it. 
This diet, of course, does not meet 
the approval of those expert in ques­ 
tions of nutrition. 
The results 
art* 
given here in order to call 
again to 
the attention of the reader the 
value 
of anim al food in th e diet. 
Among 
anim al foods, m eat, milk and 
'eggs 
stand highest, and inn certaiin 
re­ 
spects m eat is unique and cannot well 
be replaced in the diet of men”. 


The experim ent 
is 
described 
follows: 
“R ats were used as the experim en­ 
tal anim als. 
Ta'ble 
scraps, ye’low 
com and vegetables were th esouree 
of food. 
One group received the ta ­ 
ble scraps, including th e meat arid 
other anim al food contained in 
thd 
scraps. 
“ For the other group, the 
meat 
and other anim al food was removed 
as fa r as possible, leaving, of course, 
small am ounts of m eat and some fgg 
and milk. 
“This so-called vegetarian diet was 
strengthened 
with 
nuts 
and other 
high 
protein 
vegetable m atter. 
A 
large num ber of anim áis were used 
and the experim ent cootinued 
for 
several generations. 
“On the restricted diet the anim als 
were undersized and under 
weight, 
shorter lived, the young were sm aller 
and less vigorous, sexual

was delayed, the powers of r. produc­ 
tion were decreased, sterility was in­ 
creased, and by the third generation 
the race of restricted feeders became 
extinct.
